A itady of statistics by Charles VT. 


Pilgrim. M. D.. superintendent of the 
Hudson Hirer state hospital at Tough- 
keepsie, which haa been published in 
the American Journal of Insanity, has 
been reprinted in pamphlet form and 
attracts tome attention, particularly 
by rea«cn of Dr. Pilgrim's citations acd 
deductions concerning the tour of 
death. Dr. Pilgrim's paper is entitled 
"The Study of a Year'* Statistics." At 
its conclusion he tays: 


••An examination of the hour of death 


showcil that 26 per cent.dkd between 
midnight and six a. m., 19 per cent, 
between six a. m. and noon, 31 per cent. 
b«tn re n noon and six p. m., and S4 per 
cent. between six p. m. and midnight. 
I!y adding thes-e percentages together 
ire find the curious fact that deaths 
were erenly distributed between the 
hours of darknets and light, 115 jia- 
tients hating died betwten fix p. m. 
and six a. m., and 116 brtween MX a. m. 
acd six p. m. Dtsiring to pursue this 
question still further, I examined the 
deaths for the ten preceding years, 
nearly IJCOin all, and found this state- 
ment ftrikirply confirmed, ss a change 
of one-half of one per cent, would have 
Katie the deaths exactly even during 
the hours of day and n;;ht. 


~A chart which I maileof the deaths 


for the year—acd I might ako add that 
the statements vrhirh I am about to 
make were corroborated by a chart 
made of all the death* during the pre- 
ceding decade—showed when divided 
Into Kcticns of three hours each, that 
the highest point of the curve was 
reached, both for rr-en ar.d women, 
between the hours of three and six p.
